Applicant's representative explained the invention and argued that Calisti does not disclose importing means for 
receiving donor information from at least one external database nor security means for determining whether one or 
more of said authorized user may modify said data. The examiner explained his interpretation of the claimed languages 
and submitted that Calisti teaches the step of importing data from an external database at Fig. 1, which teaches 
exchanging data from two different databases, and the security mechanism for authenticating users at page 206. No 
agreement was reached. 
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
